DESCRIPTION: This set consists of four wooden chests, 30" x 153" 


x 19" and weighing approximately 50 pounds per chest. 

The chests are marked with the international Bed Cross 
emblem on the back and ea¢h end. The top is hinged onto 
each box by two metal hinges and fastened by a metal hasp 
which can be lockeds 

There are rope handles on each chest and a number plus 
Japanese characters in the cover. The characters are trans- 
lated as "Hospital, Gas Medical Pannier." 

There are no shelves or compartments in the chests and 
the items are indiscriminately in them. 

An inventory of the items in each chest is given in this 


report. 


COMMENT: This Gas Casuaity set of four chests is used in cone 
junction with hospital installations. For instance two of 
these four chest sets are used when necessary by the Hospital, 
Field (MTR #165), 

The type of chest used is that which was made to replace 
the older type leather bound chest toward the end of the 
conflict. 

The set consists chiefly of various Drugs for the treat- 


ment of gas casualties. 
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The set is not well packed by the usual Japanese stand~ 
ards but contains a large variety of drugs useful in treat- 
ing gas casualfttcs. 

This set is of no greatintelligence value put is interest- 
ing because it shows the Japanese were prepared to treat 
gas casualties by supplementing their field hospital with 


two sets of Gas Casualty chests.
